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REMARKS 

I. Introduction 

In response to the Office Action dated May 22, 2002, no claims have been 
amended. Claims 21-40 remain in the application. Reexamination and 
reconsideration of the application, as amended, are respectfully requested. 

II. Allowable Subject Matter 

In paragraph 3 of the Office Action, claims 23-27 were objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

The Applicants thank the Examiner and formally recognize the allowable 
subject matter of claims 23-27. 

III. Double Patenting Rejections 

In paragraph 2, the Office Action rejected claims 21, 22, and 28-40 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-t5T)e double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 1 and 6-19 of U.S. Patent No. 6,389,291. 

The Applicants respectfully traverse the rejections, however, the Applicants 
file herewith a Terminal Disclaimer to overcome the rejections.
